4s 
treaſure and pꝛiloners Which he tone at Da» 
maſco, The Spꝛians tould not at y firſt bears 
the new gouernment, becaule they had not pet 
felt the ſcourge of the warres, but as they res 
uolted, they were ſtraight way ſubdued, per⸗ 
fozming all that they were appointed to do. 
Che Zleof Arade was vtelded to Alexander, 
whereof Strato was King, that had in ſubiet⸗ 
tion all the Sea coaſt, with diuersofthe Jland 
Countries, who ſubmitting himſelle, Alexan- 
der remoued to the Citie of Marat hon. There 
he receiued Letters from Darius, that put him 
in great choller, vecauſe they were ſo arrogant ⸗ 
wꝛitten. The ſpeciall point that moued Ac- 
lexander , Was fo2 that Darius waiting him⸗ 
ſelfe King , did not vouchſafe to giue him that 
fytle , but did wzite rather by wap of tumman⸗ 
dement,then of requeſt;p2ofering fo2therauns 
ſome of his wife and childꝛen, ſo much money 
as Macedon could receiue, Foz the ſuperio⸗ 
ritie (hee ſaid) he put it to his choile ; to trie if 
by the ſwoꝛd if hee liſt. But if he would bee bets ⸗ 
ter aduiſed, he willed him to be content with 
bis owne inheritance,and ſo he would ioyne in 
14Y amitie with him, & become his friend, in which 

vin he was ready to enter into treaty, Alex 
a inder did wzite to him again after this maner. 
tag Darin whoſe name thou haſt vſurped, did 
eat deſttution vpon the Greekes inhabi- 
u dung 
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etourth booke ſuppliec 
ting onthe coaſt of HeleFont, and vpon thy 
Ionians, which be Grecke Citties, Paſſing 
from thence to the ſea with a great Amy io 
make warte againſt ' Greece and CHMdeedoy, 
And allo King Xerxe: thy predeceſlow, 
came to ſubdue vs with infinite numbes, 
which becing vanquiſhed ina battaile onthe 
Sea, leftnotwithſtanding CHardoniia be. 
hunde him in Greece,to deſtroy their Cities; 
and burne theyt Countries. It is manifeſt 
befides', that Philip my father was ſlaine by 
ſuch as were corrupted therevato with your 
money. Lee yndertake alwaies vniuſt wartey 
and occupying armes, goe about for all that 
to circumuent men with treaſon, As thoudf 
late, having ſuch number of mea in thine at» 
my, didſt procure my death with the promiſe 
of a thouſand Malents, lam not therforethe 
beginner ofthe warres, but repulſe ſuch ini. 
ties as be proffered me. In dooing whereuſ 
through the helpe ofthe Gods (which fauou 
al way the right) haue brought the more pu 
| vnder my ſubieRion: andhauings 
nercome thee in battaile by force of armey 
there is no cauſe that I ſhould grant thee aa 
thing, which haſt not oblerued towards me 
the law of Armes; yet if thou wilt come at 
ſubmit thy ſelfe, I promiſe thee that I will de- 
liuet both thy mother, wiſe, and —— 
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bol uintus Curtius. 46 
both I know how to get the victorĩe, & how 
to vſe ſuch as l overcome: but if thou feateſt 
to commit thy ſelfe to vs, I will giue thee 
Gfe conduct to come freely. In the reſt when 
thou writeſt vnto me, remember that thou 
writelt not only to a King, but alſo vnto him 
ihat is thy King. 

he ſent this Letter by Therſipus, and went 
from thence into Phenicia, where the Cittie of 
Biblon was peelded vnto him : and fo came 
bnto Sy don, which was a Citie ot great noly 
litie, bp reaſon of the antiquitie and fame of 
builders, The ſame was vnder Stratos IF 
minion|, ſuppozted by the power of Datius, 
who peelding moze by the conſtraint of the 
people, then of his owne god wil, was thought 
vnwozthy to raigne there. Alexander made 
a graunt to Epheſtion , that hee ſhould mage 
lach one laing whom þ Sydons thought mot 
wozthy that eſtate, There were diners noble 
young men in that Cittie that had famuliaritis 
with Epheſtion, of whom he purpoſed to haue 
choſen one ing: but they refuled his offers 
affirming that none might enioy that dignitie, 
except hee were deſcenved of the bloud ropall. 
Epheſtion wondered at the magnanimitie 
that was in them, in deſpifing the thing which 
others ſought foz by ſwozdand fire, and theres 
loze laid: Continue vou itil in that vertuous 

ai minde, 
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minde, which be the firft that haue vnderſtan 
ding, how much better it is to reſuſe, — ty 
receine a Kingdome, Choſe you there 
fuch one of the bloud ropall, that may remem 
ber her bath receiued the rule at pour hands, 
But when they ſawe diucrs gaping ſoz it, an 
fo; the greedinelle they had to raigne, fel to flats 
tering ol ſuch as were neare about Alexider, 
reſoluing vᷣ there was none moze meet foꝛ that 
dignitie, then one Abdolominus, who bering 
ol p ancient bloud of the kings, foꝛ pouertꝑ was 
enfo2ced to dwell in a (mall Graunge without 
the Cittie. Mis honeſtie was the cauſe ofhis 
pouertie, (as it is to many other) and being 
occupied in his daily labour, heard no noyle 
of the warres that troublcd all Aſia. They of 
whom we ſpake befoze,came into his Gardein 
with garments to apparell him like a King, Min 
and found him weeding of his ground, when en 
they ſaluted King, and laid: Pou muſt man e 
exchange of the vileneſſe of your apparell, with Wi 
theſe richrobes we here p:eſent you. Walh thy did 
body that is now foule and filthy , take vpon Mc! 
pda the heart of a Ring „and in this Foztune Mt 
whereof pou bee wozthy , ſhewe Wem i 
deration and continencie you do vſe x 
ly. And when you ſhalt in your regalifc 
hauing in your hands power of the lie e de 
of your people, do in no wils fozget the =

pz were in when per twke the Ringdome vp⸗ 
in ren, noz pet foz what purpoſe per did re⸗ 
ccine it. The matter ſeemed to Abdolomi- 
nus like a dzeame,and aſked them ifthey were 
mad that would mocke him after that manner. 
But when he ſawe them affirme by oathes the 
thing to be in earneſt, he waſhed himſclfe,and 
receiuing the garment which was of Purple 
and gold, went with them into the pallace. The 
ſame (as is wont in ſuch a caſe) did notably run 
abzoad of this matter.

ecvantrey neare about the Citie, * 


tauſe, and ſome did diſdaine it, but ſuch as were 
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canſed the King to ſend foz him, and when hae

ſeafon Amyntas with foure thouſand 
that eſcaped with him out of the field, flet 
to Tripolis, where hee embarked, and ſayig 
vnto Cypres; thinking the Moꝛld to bee ſag 
then, that enery one might entoy that her cou 


Bis purpoſe was to goe into Egypt, = 
there to become enemie both to Darius am 
Alexand: r,andto waye with the wozld 
ding as the time ſhould alter. To bzing ther 
foze his ſouldiers to hope well ol his enterpatz 
he declared how the Gouernour of Egypt was 
Gaine in the battaile, and that the Perſtansleſf 
there in garriſon were but a (mall number, 

little fozce, and without any head. He ſhewel 
how the Egyptians vled to rebell againſt thei 
Gouernoꝛs, wherefoꝛe they were ſure to bers 
teiued as friends, Foz ſince neceſitie(quothhy 
bath enfozced vs to pꝛoue our foztunes , 
failing vs in our firſt hope, we muſt now thin 
that things to come ſhall bee much better the 
our pꝛeſent eſtate, They all agreed wtth 
boyce, that hee ſhould lead them where bee li 
Wherevpon thinking god not ta pꝛeterm 
the occaſton whiles the hope was hotte in thel 
hearts, conueped thein into Egypt. s entred i 
hauen at Peluſium, vnder pzetence that he 
bin ſent thither by Darius. Mhen he had ge 
ten Peluſium he ſet fozwards towards Mes 
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ſometime an other, —— 


ſon of Pacedons, & an other while ol Lacedes 
monians, to lie amongſt them. But thoſe wars 
were of no great impoztance.Fo2 al mens eics 
were fired vpon the warres that were in vs 
betweene Alexander and Darius, Wherevp⸗ 
on all the reſt did depend. The Pacedons had 
ſubdued all Syria and Phenices , Tyre onely 
cxcept, which beeing the greateſt and moſt no⸗ 
table Citie of all that Countrey , ſhewed that 
they eſteemed themſclues wozthy rather to 
iopne with Alexander as friends, then to be⸗ 
come his ſubtects. Foꝛ when hee was comes 
neare vuto them. and encamped vpõ the maine 
land, which is deuided from their Citie with a 
ſmall arme ofthe ſea: They ſent to him by their 
baſſadoꝛs, a crowne of Gold foz a pzeſent, 
th great plentie beſtdes of victuals faz his ar⸗ 
. Be reteiued their gifts as fro his friends, 
nd gaue gentleanſwers vnto ß Embaſſadozs; 
ut he ſhewed himſelfe much deſtrous to make 
aArifice vnto Hercules, (whom the Tprians 
cially woꝛſhipped, and the Macedon kings 
uppoſed themſelues to be deſccnded ol him be ⸗ 
ng admoniſhed there vnto (as he ſaid by an O⸗ 

acle,The CmbaCadozs made anſwer,y there 
vas a teple of Hercules without their Citie, in 
de place which they call Phaletiron, where as 
might do lacrifice at his pleaſure, At thole 
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The fourth booke ppliec 
Upon this harting they determined to ad (0 
the cxtremitie, and placed their engines vy det 
the towers and the walles, deuidingtheir 
mour amongſt the youth of the Citie/Thef 
tificers , whereof the Cittte had great plentig 
were deuided into wozke-houſes, to make 
ſuch things as were-neceſſary foz the wart 
There were deuiſed certaine inſtrumen 
wherewith they might pull vowne the won 
that theyꝛ enemies made, called Harpagon 
and alſo Crowes of Jron, named 
with all other thinges that might bee inne 
ted lo the delente ol Cities. But a ſtrat 
thing is repoꝛted, that when the Jron i 
put in the Foꝛge, and blowne in the firs 
the ſame was ſcene to be full of dꝛops of bit 
Mhich wonder the Tyzians vid interpjil 
as a toke of god foztune towards themſelues 
and as a ſigniſication of deſtruction toward 
their enemies. A like thing was ſerne am 
the Pacedons, Foz when a cerfaine ſouldi 
was bꝛeaking of his bzead, dzops of blaud ij 
peared therein. Mhereat Alexander bel 
aſtonied, Ariſtander that was moſt cun 
of all the Dininers ol their religion, did in 
pꝛet thus the matter. Ik the bloud had 
peared outwardly , then it had ſigniſled e 
foztune to the Pacedons; but in as much i 
was found. within, it betokened deſlrudgs 
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— of Quintus Curtius. 51 
n co che Citie they went about to get. Alexan- 
rep d that a long ſiege ſhould bee great in pedi⸗ 
e% ment to his other affaires, ſent Officers of 
mites armes vnto the Cittie to perſwade them vnto 
kei peace, whom the Tyꝛians againſt the lawe of 
u Nations,did dzowne in the Sea. Their vniuſt 
death ſtirred Alexander ſo much, that har 
unten vtterly determined to goe fozwards with 
the liege. But befoze bee could make his ap⸗ 
poach, it was of neceMſitie foz him to make a 
02 Pole, wherby they might paſſe from 
mall the maine land to the Citie. But in the making 
paſt thereof, there entered great diſpaire into all 
fires mens hearts, conſidering the deepeneſſe ofthe 
dea, which they ſawe not poſlibie to bee filled 
„ (earcely by any Diuine power. Foz they 
un thought no ſtones ſo great, no Trees ſo high, 
aun 102 any countrie to haue ſuch plentie, as might 
tiff uffice foz þ building of a banke in ſuch a place, 
gf edſidering the ſea remained alwaies troubled, 
px ind the narrower the place was betweene the 
Ali and the Land,ſo much moze greater was 
nin He rage.

Da 
rius diſpapꝛʒing of peace which her had pzogy * 
red both by his Letters and -@mbaſſadozs, | 
gaue his minde to aſſemble a new power, and 
freſhly to renew the warre. Mherfoze he com 
maunded the Captaines and rulers ol his men 
to aſſemble at Babilon, and that Be ſſus gouet 
nour of the Bactrians, ſhould come thither 
with all þ power he could make. The Barifs 
be the molt hardieſt people amongſt thoie Nas 
tions, vnciuill men, and much abhozring trom 
the dclicateneſle ofthe Perſians.

to their traucll. All which difficulties this 
giptiàns ſet foꝛth to be greater then they wil 
inderd. But Alexander forthe deſire hh 
to exceed mans eſtate q was ſo ſtruentiy ia 
! fo viſit that famous Dzadle of Jupiter, whi 
| ryther he belerued, oꝛ toueted that other ſho 
belœue to bee his Father, that nothing col 
ſtaye him in petlozming ok that enterpl 

1 Lherefoze with ſuch as he had appointed on 
N companp him in the tourney, paſſed by dun 
bpon Nile till he came to the Meare oł M 
tes. The Embaſſadours of the CirenW 
tame to him thither, and bꝛonght him pzele 
whom he gently cntertained, aſſuring thel 
his friendſhip ; and that done went lou 
in his voyage, The firſt and the lecon!

comming'into Samaria , had the authozs of 
the ad deliuered-into his hands, whom hee put 
tddeath , and then placed Memnon in An- 
dromachus rome. Mer deliuered into the 
ns hands, Ariſtonicus and Criſo-

the deſite of glory. He ſhewedthat the Per- 
ſuns becing withdrawne againe from their 
former flying, were now compelled to fight 
pf neceſſitie, becauſe they could flye no fur- 
ther : and how that three dayes together a- 
mazed for feare , they had remained ſtill in 
one place with their Armour on thic ix backs. 
Otwhoſe diſpaire (he ſaid there could be no 
greater argument, then that they had ſet on 
fue their owne Countrie, confeſſing all to be 
theit enemies, that they deſtroyed not. He 
exhorted them, not to feare the vaine names 
of ynknowne Nations : for it Was a thing 
nothing pertinent to the moment of the mat 
ter, which were called Scithians or Caduci- 
nt.

teiued. And though he reiopced much in the 
tune of the thing, pet he feared the cnuie 

(that might enſue thereof,being a greater mat- 
fir then the eſtate of a Lieftenant did beare, 
$0; Alexander was of ſuch a nature, that hee 
deſired that his enemies had won the victozy, 
ſhewing manifeftly that he was not contented 
with Ancipacers ged ſucteſſe: thinking that 
what — fo euer chanced to an other man, 
vas a derogation to his owne glozy. Antipa- 
ter therefoze which knew full well his Ho⸗ 
macke , durſt not vſe the victozie accozding to 

du owne will, but uſſembled a Councell of 
Oreekes, to aduiſe what they thought expedi- 
ent. 
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ent. The Lacedemonians made no othey 
quell, but that they might ſend Embaſſagy 


pardon ſoꝛ all men, ſauing foꝛ ſnch as werety 
authozs of the rebellion, The Pegapolitans 
whole citie did abide the fige, were compelig 
to pale as afine foz their rebellion 20, talents 
to the Athenians, and the Aetollans. Thi 
was the end ofthe warre,wbich being ſoden 
le begun, was ended befoze that Alexander 
had ouerth;owne Darius at Arbella. Aſſong 
as his minde was deliuered of thole pzelent 
caxes, as one that could beare better the wars 
then quietneſſe , he gaue himſelle all to pins 
ſures, by the vices whereof enſuing he wa 
ouercome,whom no power ofthe Perliansg 
any other was able to ſubdue, Ye was giun 
fo banquetting out of ſeaſon, and to a fond de 
light of dzinking , and watching in playts # 
mong flockes of Concubines, that dzewhin 
into ſtraunge manners and cuſtomes. hic 
he following as things better then his con 
ttep vlages, offended thereby greatly, bol 
the eyes and the hearts ol his nation, 4 call 
many loued him befoze entirelp, to hate hin 
then as an enemie.

ae him got about to bꝛing in amongſt them 
eh ge vires of thols nations which they had ſub⸗ 
ral | qued ; conſpiracies then began to be made a⸗ 
gainſt him, mute nie roſe amongſt the Souldi⸗ 
us, and euerp one complaining fo another, 
kelp vttered their griefes, whereby he was 
pzonoked to w2ath, to ſulpition and ſuddaine 
fare, diuers other inconueniences enſuing 
therebpon, which ſhall be declared heereaffer, 
Alexander being giuen as it hath beene ſapd 
befoze to vnreaſonable banquetting, wherein 
he conſumed bath day and night: When he 
was ſatiſſied of cating and dꝛinking, paſſed 
tuer the time with playes and paſtimes.

The battaile was long doubtfull be 
twirt them: but finally they loſt 7. hundzed 
oftheir number, whereol 300. were fakenpp 
ſoners, and turned theyꝛ backes to the vio» 
rers, not without a reuenge: foz they flew 
of them 4. ſcoze, beſides 3. hundzedand 50. 
that they wounded, And pet notwithſtanding 
alter this ſecond rebellion, they obtained par 
don: when Alexander had bꝛought them to 
obediente, he came with his whole army inte 
a Counfrey called Naura, the Lozd wheredf 
was called Siſimithres, who had goffen two 
.ſonnes by his owne mother, it being lawful 
there foz the parents to vſe their childzetl | 
The ſame Siſimithres with two thouſand 
armed men, foz2tified and kept the ſtraightal | 
theentrey ofthe Conntrey , whereas it ws 
molt narow. The e

Che light is receiued in at the entrie, but

by he ſhould turne other mens plagues vpon 


his obne necke. Siſimithres would haue bent 


contented to follow his aduiſe, but that ſhi 
which was both his mother and his wife, ab | 
firmed how ſhe would rather die, then tom / 
mit her (elfe into any mans hand: and there 
foe being aſhamed that the loue of libertie 
ſhould remaine moze in a woman then in him 
being a man, altered his purpoſe, taking that 
way which was moze honeſt then ſure, tdi 
milled him that was the meane fo2 peace, de⸗ 
termining vtterly to abide the extrcmitie ol 
the fiege : Yet when her had weyed well his 
enemies power and his owne togethers, bt 
gan againe to repent him of his wines cout 
ſaile , as of a deuiſe moze raſh then pzolid 
ble, and made ſate that Ox1artes would 
turne, pꝛolering then to commit n, 
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of Quintus Curtius. 212 
the kings will, onely requiring of Oxiartes 
that he would not vtter his wines minde 
and opinion, foz feare leaſt ſher ſhould not ob⸗ 
taine her pardon, Ye ſent thcrefoze Oxiar- 
tes befo20 , and hee came after with his wile, 
his childꝛen, and all his kinſfolke, without 
tarrying fo2 any aſſurance pꝛomiſed to him 
by Oxiartes. Alexander hearing of their 
comming, ſent his hoꝛſemen beſoze to cauſe 
them to ſtay,and tarry foꝛ his comming, And 
when hee was come to the place where they 
did abide, he offered ſacrifice to Minerua and 
Victoria, reſtoꝛing vnto Siſimithres his fo2- 
mer rule and authozitie, putting him in hope 
a greater countrey , if he woyld faithfullp 
continue his friendſhip , and toke his two 
ſonnes pꝛeſented to him by the father , to 
ſerue his warres. Alexander left his fofes 
men to ſubdue ſuch as were pet vnpeelden, 
and went fozwards with his hoꝛſemen into 
other parts. The way was craggie aud dif- 
ficult , which at the firſt they endured indif- 
ferentlp ; but afterwards when their hozſs 
hones were tozne aſunder , and they vtter⸗ 
lyfozwearied, many were not able to follow, 
bat rode diſparkled and ont of oꝛder:the wea⸗ 
tineſſe of their trauell much euercame 
ſhame, The King notwithſtanding, changed

Liſimachus diuers ttmes fo2 all that poſes 


would depart from the Ktng , notwithſfan 
ding that hee had on his Cozſelet and al his 
Armour. When the Bing paſſed thꝛough a 
Wod where his enemies lay in ambuſh» 
ment, he fought notably and reſcued the Bing

Che Agrians did as it was ap⸗ 
pointed them: foz when they had once pzouo- 
ked their enemies, they turned their dackes, 
and the Indians purſaed them, till they came 
auß ambuſhment where p king lay. Then the 
fgrians turned, and the fight was renued a« 
gaine, ſo that ot th2& thouſand Indians there 
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the end of the vidoꝛie was not ſo pleafant as 
{was in the beginning: foz the Indians had 
ſb enuenomed their ſwoꝛds , that ſuch as 
bere hurt, died ol their wounds. And the phi⸗ 
tions could not deniſe the cauſe of ſo aka 
adeath : foz enen the very light hurts were 
incurable. The Indians truſted that Alex 
ander thꝛough his raſhnes might haue come 
within that danger, which by chance fighting 
anonglt the thickeſt, eſcaped vnhurt.

That 
was the firſt occaſion he had to pꝛoue how the

gan to biutne of his foztune,wherevnto afters 
wards he aſcended, They had no leſſe cargof 
Ptholomeus, than ofthe King himlelfe: who. 
died him ſo familiarly, that whe he was wea- 
ried either with trauell oz care ol mind, would 
if fo; his ſolace with Ptholomeus: & at that 
time cauſed his bed to be bzoght intohisown 
chamber. When Pcholomeus was laid there 
he fell ſuddeniꝑ in a ſound ſlerpe, in the which 
it ſeemed that a dꝛagon offred to him an herb 
out of his mouth, fo the bealing of his woiid, 
and faking away ofthe venome. When he a/ 
waked, he declared his dꝛeame, , 
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4 kth the colour and faſhion ofthe hearb, affir 
gthat he could know it, ifany man could 


pp if out. That ſame was fought by ſo mas 
that at length it was found, and being put 
pon the wound, the paine ſtraightwaies cea⸗ 
{d, the (kar within ſhoꝛt ſpace was cloſed, 
Mhen the Indians were dilappointed of the 
hope they had cõceiued that way, they veelded 
hemſelues and their Citie. From thence A. 
kxander Went into the next countrey called 
parthalia, the king whereof called Meris, left 
the citie, and fled into the mountaines, ſo that 
Alexander toke the ſame, ę deſtroped all the 
unntrep, finding both a wonderfull pzay of 
hepe,of cattel, and of coꝛne. There he toke 
D that knew the river, and came vnto an 
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him: 
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which ffod in the midſt of the ſkreame, 
he was compelled to remaine the lon⸗ 
ger, becauſe the Pilates being negligently 
kept, were eſcaped away, Ye ſent therefoze to 
lake out other, dut when he could linde none, 


oviſit without any guide the Ocean ſea, and 
end of the woꝛld, committing his owns 
lie, and the liues of ſo many thouſands, to a 
Kiner which none of them did know. They 
fapled as men ignoꝛant of all places they 
came vnto, either how farre the ea was db 
fan; from them, what nations vidinhabitths

here entered a vehement deũire into his head 
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countries therabout, oꝛ whether the mouth ot 
the riuer were nauigable loꝛ gallies o2 no, In 
all theſe things they were ledde by a blind and 
doubtfull imagination, hauing no other com⸗ 
fozt in their raſh enterpꝛile, but only that they 
truſted to their continual telicitie. Mhen tdey 
had gone foꝛwards foure hundzed furlongs, 
the ſhipmaiſters tolde the king that they felt 
the ap2e of the ſea; wherb they knew the Ds 
cean was at hand. Therat he reiopced great / 
Ip, and crhoztedthe mariners, that they would 
in all that they might, make way with their 
oares to bꝛing him to the fight of the end ol 
the woꝛld, which he had ſo long deſired; 

Now ( quoth he) our glory is perfit, when 
our manhood is ſuch that nothing can ſtay 
vs: Now the world is come into our hands 
without any further hazard of war ot ſhea- 
ding of bloud. Now ſince the bounds that 
nature hath vyrough be ſo neare at hand,ue 
ſhall ſhortly ſee things vaknowne lauingts 
the immortall Gods. | 
Pet notwithſtanding he ſet certaine vpon 
land to fake ſome of p country men,by whom 
he truſted to haue knowne moze certaintie of 
the truth. Whe they ſearched out their cotta⸗ 
ges, at length they found out certaine p were 
hidden, which being demanded how far blen 
was from them, ther made ern _ 
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neuer heard it named, but they ſaid that with - | 


in thꝛte dates ſapling they ſhould come vnto a 
place , whereas a bꝛackiſh water did cozrupt 
the freth : by which woꝛds p mariners vnder- 
ſtod p they meant the ſea,of the nature wher⸗ 
ofthe people were ignoꝛant. Then the marri⸗ 
ners rowed chearfully , their deſire growing 
ever the greater, as they appꝛdached near vn⸗ 
fo the place which they hoped to be the end ol 
their trauell. The third day they came where 
the ſea and the riuer ioyned together, mixing 
with a (mall doud their waters that were ofa 
contrary nature. Then becauſe the tive was 
lomewhat againſt them, they halled towards 
an other Jlad ſtanding in p midſt ofthe riner, 
which being an eaſie place to land at, the Bas 
tedons ran about to ſeeke viduals, in ſuretie 
(as they thought) beeing ignozat of the chance 
that came vpon them. The third houre accop- 
ding to the oꝛdinarie courſe, the tide came fr 
the ſea,and with his fozce did dzine the ſtream 
backward, which at the firſt being but ſtaied, 
was afterwards ſo vehemently repulſed, that 
it cauſed the water to returne backward with 
greater furie than a ſwift ſtreame is wont to 
run. The common ſoꝛt that knew not the na⸗ 
ture ol the Ocean, thought the ſame to be a 
wonderfull matter, and that it had bene a to⸗ 


ken ſent to them foz the Gods wzath: x why- 
n 3 left 
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leſt they were in that imagination, the den 
lwelling moze and moze,ouerflowed the lan 
which they iawe befo2e dꝛie: and as the wa 
ter roſe the ſhippes mounted, and all the na 
nie was diſparkted here and there. Suchag 
were vpõ land were amazed with the ſudden 
nes ol the thing, gran from all parts in great 
ſeare vnto their ſhips. But in a tumult halle 
both hurt, e gineth impediment. Some there 
were that went about to ſet their ſhips foz 
ward: other fozbad rowing, t removed nd 
at all. Otherwhiles they made haſt awap, and 
would not fary to take in their company,mos 
ned vnaptly, and could make no way, Dome, 
when they ſaw them pꝛelle a ſhipboꝛd in ſuch 
th:ongs,fo2 feare of taking in to manp, would 
rcceine none at all: ſo that both multitude and 
imall number was a let vnto the haſte they 
made. The cry that ſome made in bidding mi 
tarry, and the nopſe that other made willing 
them to goe foꝛwards, with their voyces that 
differed, and agreed not in one effect, toke as 
way the vſe of both their fight and hearing. 
Che Parriners could not helpe the matter, 
whoſe woꝛds inp tumult could not be heard, 
noꝛ their commandements obſerued among 
men in feare and out of oꝛder. The ſhips ther- 
foꝛe daſhed one againſt an other, the dars tra 
thed aſunder, and eneryſhip either —_— 
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2 put backe an other, So man wouls 
hane iudged it to be one Nany , but rather 
iwo ſundzie fighting a battaile together vpon 
the Sea. The pzozes did ſtrike againſt the 
puppes : ſuch as went befoze troubled them 
that came alter,and the wozds of menintheix 
wzath came vnto ſtripes, By that time the 
floyd had ouerflowne all the plaines therea- 
bouts, ſo that nothing appeared abone the wa 
ter lauing the hilles, which lermed little Jo 
lands, wherebnto many didſwin,+ left they; 
hips foz feare, Whileſt the nauy thus diſs 
parkled abzoad , partly {tod afloate, when 
they happened in aug ballen , and partly tics 
ked bpon the ground, il they did vpon the 
flattes , acco2ding to the ground which was 
euerflowne,ſuddenly there came another ter⸗ 
rour greater than the firſf, Fo2 when the Dea 
began to ebbe, the water fell backe againe in⸗ 
to his wonted courſe, with ſo great violence, 
as it came foꝛwards and reſtozed the fight of 
the land, which befoze was dzowned as in a 
deepe Sea. The lhips then fozſaken of the 
water, ſel vpon their ſides, and the fieids were 
ſfrowne with bꝛoken bonds, and with pieces 
of Dares, The ſouldiers durſt not gofozthto 
land, and pet were in doubt fo tarry on ſhip- 
boꝛd, lakingener foz ſome greater miſchiefs 
bo come, * W

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They could ſcarcely belecue that t they 

and ſutfered, which was ſhipwzacke 
land, and the ſea within a river, And thought 
no end eould come of this miſchtefe ; foz 
knew not that the floud ſhould hoztly returns 
againe,and ſet their ſhips afioate. And there ⸗ 
foze they imagined to themſelues famine and 
all extremities, The monſters alſo of the 
Sea, which after the water was paſt, wete 
left on dꝛie land, put them in great feare. The 
night appꝛoached, and diſpaire bꝛought the 
king into a great agonie. Yet no care tould ſo 
ouercome his heart that was innincible, but 
that he watched all night, aud ſent hoꝛſemen 
to the mouth ofthe Kiner , tobzing him woꝛd 
when the Tyde came, Ye cauſed two ſhips 
that were bꝛoken to be amended ,- and ſuch 
as were overwhelmed, to be hoyſzd bp as 
gian2, warning all men to lye in waite and 
be in readineſſe againſt the water ſhould a⸗ 
riſe, When he hav conſumed all that night 
in watching, and giuing exhoztation vnto his 
men , ſtraigytwapes the hozſemen retur⸗ 
ned a maine gallop , and the floud followed 
them: which mildly encreaſing, began io raiſs 
again their ſhips, and when it had once ouer⸗ 
flowne the bankes,the whole Nauy begants 
move, Then all the coaſt rebounded with the 
vnmcalurable reiopcing that the — 
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{they were — Vai When they 
the danger paſt, they enquired with won⸗ 
r one of an other, by what reaſon the Sea 
+. Joalbſoſone after that maner ebbe and flow, 
- Imodebated the nature of that el which 
ne while diſagreed, and an other was 
bedient and ſabiec to the time. The King 
mnie cturing by the ſignes he had ſcene beloze, 
that after the Sunne rifing the Tyde would 
ſerne his purpole to pꝛeuent the matter, at 
midnight with a fewe ſhips he flerted downs 
he ſtrame, and paſſing out at the mouth of 
the Riuer, entered foure hundzed furlongs 
into the Dea, whereattaining the thing that 
he deſired , made ſacrifice to the Goddes of 
che Sea, which were wozthipped in thoſe 
countries , and returned againe vnto his na- 
nie. From thence the next day he returned 
backwards againft the ſtreame , and arrt- 
ned at a ſalt lake, the nature whereof being 
bnknowne , deceived many that raſhly en⸗ 
tered into the water: fo2 theyꝛ bodies by and 
by became full of ſcabs, which diſeaſe taken 
by ſome, the contagion thereof infected many 
other, But they found that oyle was a reme⸗ 
die fo2 the ſame. Alexander lying ſtill with 
his Armp, waiting foz the ſpꝛing time of the 
reare, ſent * 

ere 
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becauſe the tountreꝝ was very dꝛie, and deft; 
tute of water. In the meane ſealon he builded 
many cities, and commanded Nearchui and 
Onificrnus (that were moſt erpertititing 
things) with his ſtrongeſt Shippes to pam 
into the Dcean,and to goc io far fozwardgag 
they might with ſuretie, foz to vnderſtand the 
nature of the Sea: and willed them at they; 
returne to land either within that Riner , 9; 
elſe within Euphrates. Whe the winter was 
wellpaſſed, heburned thoſe ſhips which hi 
occupied not, and conucyed his army by land. 
Alter 9. encampings, he tame into the conn⸗ 
fry of the Arabitans, and from thence in nine 
dayes came amongſt the Gedꝛoſtans: which 
being a free nation, vy a general counſailehad 
mmongſt them, peelded themſelues, of whom 
there was not any thing demaunded, ſauing 
anelp victuals, The 5.day he came into a Ni 
ner which the countrey men call Barabon, be⸗ 
yond the which there lay a barren Countrep, 
greatly deſtitue ol water, thꝛough the which 
be paſſed, and entred amongſt the Pozitans, 
There he betoke the greater part of his Ar- 
my to Epheſtion, and parted his @ouldiers 
that were light armed with Pebolomeus 
and Leonatus, ę ſo waſted$ countrey with 3. 
armies at once, toke great pzayes,Ptholo-

caſt vpon the land. Pere the Pacedons con- 
lune their vicuals, and firſt endured ſcarci- 
tie, and afterwards extreame hunger, ſears 
ching aut in euery place the rotes of the 
es, which is the onely tree that groweth 
that countrey, But when that kind ol nou⸗ 
tiſhment failed them, they killed their carri⸗ 
age beaſts, and abſtained not from their hoz- 
ſes ; where by lacking beaſts to beare their 
baggage they were enfozced to conſume with 
ire the ſpoyles of their enemies, which had 
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rauſed them to tranell into the vttermg 
bounds of the Dzient, After their 
lowed a peſtilence;foz the vnaccuſtomed non 
riſhment of the vnwholſome meates they dn 
eate, with the trauaile ol their iournex, and ih 
care of minde, ſpꝛead diſeaſes among them 
in ſuch loꝛt that they could neither contin 
in a place,noz yet goe fozwards withoutgreg 
deſtruction, Yunger eppzeſſed them whet 
they tarried: and the peſtilence was moze be 
hement euer as they went fozwards, Th 
feldes therefoz2 were ftrowne full of mer 
that were halle dead, and halfe aline, And ſne| 
as were but (mally ſicke, were not able to fol 
low the Armp, it marched with ſuch ſperde 
Foz cucry man thought to further ſo muc 
his owne ſafegard, as by making haſte he 
could get befoze his fellowes. Such as fatn 
ted and could not follow, deſired both ſuch a 
they knew and knew not, to helpe them fo;

when they had cryed long in vaine vnto their 
deale cares, thzough deſperation they raged, 
viſhing the like end to their friends aud tom⸗ 
panions, that they thcmſelues endured, The 
king troubled both with ſozrow and with 
ſhame,becauſc hes and none elſe ſhould be the 
cauſe of ſo great deſtruction of his men, did 
waite to Prataphernes, rulzr ofthe Parthe⸗ 
mans, to ſend to him vpon Camels, vicuals 
h | inreadines to be eaten, and certified the pziu- 

tees of the countries thereabout of his netel⸗ 
ſitie, which did not llacke the time, but made 
pꝛouiſion accozding to his will. Thus his Ar⸗ 
my deliuered only frem famine, was bꝛought 
within the bounds ol the Gedzollans:and fozs 
as much as the ſame was a countrey fertill of 
al things, he thought god to tay there awhile 
with the reſt to reconer againe his feeble ſouls. 
diers. There be receiued Letters from Leo- 
natus, how he had won the victozte of the 
Yozitans, which encountred hum with eight 
thouſand fotmen, 5. hundꝛed hozſmen: and 
was aduertiſed alſo from Craterus , how he

noble — Perſe, that went about to

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— was dead, gaue the charge ofthy 
coumtrey,wherot he had the rule,vnto Sibuc- 
eius , and atterwards went into Carmania, 
Aſp 1. was gouernour ot that nation, he 
being luſpected ol innouation, Whiles Alex. 
ander was in India, met him on his wap: but 
he dillunuling his y2e, entertained him gent 
w, and did to him his accuſtomed honour, till 
ſuch time as he had better p2ofe of the mats 
ter, which was laid againſt him. ay 
Painces of India had acco2ving to his 
pointment, ſent out of allcoumtries vnder 
Empire great plentie oł hoꝛſe i other 
both of carriage and dꝛaught, he agate 
age againe to all men that wanted, and alt 
red their Armour to the fozmer beautifulnes, 
and excellencie. Foz they were come into a 
Countrep iopning vpon Perſe , which both 
was aboundant of all things, and allo quietly 
eſtabliſhed vnder his ſubiedion. Dee thought 
it then a time to counterleit Bacchus in the 
glozy and fame which he got amongſt thoſe 
nations.

men and the Elephants againſt thefotemen, 
of whom Meleager had the rule. Nihen the 
troupes ol hoꝛſemen began to molle, the fote- 
men were ſtriken ſodainix withfeare: and by 
reaſon of the late diſcozde, concrined a ſuſpi⸗ 
tion that the Bözſemen ment them no god, 
Wherefoze they toda while in doubt, whe⸗ 
ther they ſhould retire into the Citie oꝛ no; by 
reaſon that the fields ſeracd beſt fo2 the hoꝛle⸗ 
men.

end. This was a ſignificatis and a beginning 
vnto the Matedons of ciuil wars that enſued, 
Meleager vnderſtanding * late theaht

ofthat Wi becauſe there was no 
offred vnto his perſon, fied at the firſt 
ly within the ſquare :but Choztly after, when 
be ſaw his enemies abuſing to his deſtrucjon 
the name of him whom he had made king, he 
dilpaired of his owne ſalegard, and fled into a 
Temple. But the religion of the place could 
not ſo defend dim ant that be was there lain, 
Perdicas here pon bzought againe the army 
into the Citie: and calling a councell ot᷑ all the 
pzincipall perſonages, it was agreed ſo to 
dinide the Empire, that the Ring chould 
remaine as chiefe ofthe whole: Ptholomeus 
to be Lieutenant in Egipt and A phricke, and 
to haue the rule ot the natidõs there, that were 
vnder the Macedans dominion, Siria and 

Phenices were appointed to Laomedon, Ciz 

licia fo Philotas, Licia with Pamphilia, and 

the greater Phrigia, were aſſigned to Anti: 

gonus. Caſſander was lent into Catia, and 
Menander into Cidia. The leſſer Phrigia 

that ioyned vnto Helleſpont, was Len 
Pꝛonince. Eumenes had Cappadocia i Pa- 
phlagonia, who was commaunded to defend 
that countrey ſo far as Trapeſunt, and make 
warwto Ariarches, which onelx remained e⸗ 
nemy to the Empire. Media was 
to Python, & Thrace to Lyſmachus, with o- 


her rains thrrabot hovering nn 
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as ſhould be pzeſivents am6gſt the Indians, 
Sogdians, and other nations ly- 
vpon the Orean and rid ſeas, ſhould in 
matter ol iuſtice vie regall iuriſdictio, Jt was 
decresd that Perdicas ſhould remaine with 
che king, k haue the gouernance of the men of 
warre that folowed him. & ame belteue that 
theſe pꝛouinces were diſtributed by Ale xan- 
ders teſtament: but we haue found the ſame 
to be alle, though ſome authoꝛ do witneſſe the 
lame. The Empire being diuided into parts, 
euery one might well haue defended his pozti- 
on ił anp bounds could conteine mens immo⸗ 
derate deſires: oꝛ if they being but miniſters 
vnto a king, when vnder the colour ol the ads 
miſtration of an others dominion they had 
encroched into ſo great kingdames, could 
haue auoided the occaſions of war, ſering they 
were all ol one natiõ, and had their countries | 
appointed out by lunits, But it is hard foz me 
to be contented with that they baue in pollel⸗ 
ſion, when occaſton is pꝛolered them of moze, 
Foz the rſt thinges alwayes appeare of no 
value, when men be in hope ol greater things 
to come: lo that enery one ol them thought it 
an eaſier matter to encreaſe his kingdom, th# 
it was to get it at the firſt. Alexanders bodies

eſtabliſhing ofthe ſtate, theyꝛ mindes were 
dzawnefrom the dwing of that lolemne Df, 
fice, There is no countrep moze fernent of 
heat then Meſopotamia, loʒ the ſun there burs 
neth ſo hotte, thatit killeth the beaſts that be 
without couert, and burneth vp all thinges as 
it were with fire; And to the encreaſe thereof, 
there be few ſpꝛings of water, and the inhabi⸗ 
ters vie (ache pollicie in hyding of thoſe they 
baue, that ſtrangers can haue no vſe of them. 
This notwithſtanding, when Alexanders 
friendes had gotten leiſure to take care of the 


dead coꝛps, t came to viſit y ſame, they found | 


it without inlection, coꝛruption, oʒ chaungeof 
colour:the ſame cheerfalnes which conſiſteth 
ofthe ſpirit, not being vel departed out of his 
countenance, Then the Egiptians 4 the Cal 
dets were cõmanded to dzeſſe his bodie after 
theyz maner:whoat the firlt (as thogh he had 
bene aline) had a feare to put they; hands to 
bim.

vnto him as his owne, It is thought allo that 
Cratetus was ſent to kill him with thoſe old 
ſouldiers that were diſmiſſed, It is certaine 
that there is a poylſon in Mac edon found in a 


water calle'Suliftiges, of ſuth fozce, that it 


conſumeth Iron, and will nol be conteined in 
any thing ſauing in the hwue of an hozſe oz 


| mule: which poyſon was bzdnght by Caſſan- 


der,and — to his b:other lolla, which 
pꝛeſented it in the dꝛink p the king laſt dꝛank: 
howioeuer theſe things be repozted, the po⸗ 


wer ol them of whom the rumoz went, ſhozt- 


ly after oppꝛeſſed the infamy. Foz Antipater 
became king both of Macedon t of Greece, 
and his childzen'after him: which put to death 
all ſuch as were any thing neere of kin vnto 
Alexander. Ptholomeus (Which had the rule 
hy 17 — A4 A lexandets body to Mem- 
phis, which withi 
moued to Alexandria, whereas all hos 
no is giuen to the memozy of 
him, and to his name, 
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in fewe peeres after was res. 
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
